PERSEPOLIS. 

‘It is very difficult, without being tedious, to 
give any detailed account of the ruins of this ce- 
lobrated place. There is no great temple, as at 
Thebes, at Palmyra, or at Baalbeck, sufficiently 
predominant over al! surrounding objects, to at- 
tract the chief attention, and furnish-ef iteclf 
sullicient matter for description and admiration. 
Hore, all is in broken and detached fragments, 
extremely numerous, and each worthy attention, 
but so scattered and disjointed as to give no per- 
fect idea of the whole. Its principal feature is, 
that it presents an assemblage of tall, slender, 
and isolated pillars; and separate doorways and 
sanctuaries, spread over a large platform, elevat- 
ed, like a fortification, from the level of the sur- 
rounding plain, the effect of which is increased 
by the mountains in the distance. Difficult, 
however, as is the task of describing such re- 
mains in any connected or striking manner, and 
brief and hurried as was my view of the whole, 
I shall lay before the reader the notes penned on 
tle spot, from which he will be able probably 
to form some tolerably accurate idea of the place 
described ; and then follow it by a consideration 
of some of the ancient descriptions left us of this 
place, when in its glory, which were also exa- 
mioed on the spot, and there compared with the 
existing remains, 
‘The natural rock was hewn down to form 
the platform on which the temple of Persepolis 
stood, and this platform was then faced round | 
with masonry. There are small quarries of the 
same stone near it; but the smoothing away of 
the original rock most probably furnished the 
greater part of the stone. The facing of the 
platform ts of extremely solid work, the stones 
being every where large and well hewn; but 
there is great irregularity in the general form of 
the whole, and large nie. | small pieces are often 
let into each other by a sort of dovetailing in 
the work. The flight of steps for ascending the 
platform is regular, easy, and of noble appear- 
ance. The two entrance-gates were guarded 
by sphynxes, forming the portals of a sanctuary; 
these animals are very finely executed, and both 
their attitudes and the details of their sculpture 
are excellent. The masonry is also as fine as 
could be executed at the present day: the blocks 
are large, closely united, and regular in size and 
shape; they are of a bluish marble. The two 
columns now standing erect between these gates 
of entrance have for their base a plinth, which 
resembles an inverted lotus flower. The shaft 
is marked by very shallow flutings, and each pil- 
lar is formed of three pieces. This is covered 
by another inverted lotus flower; and above this 
rises a capital, like the palm-leaved capital of 
ancient Egyptian temples. Above this, again, 
are four scrolls; then a square fluted plinth, with 
Ionic volutes: and lastly, above all, a broken 
mass of some animal resembling a ram. The 
general effect of these columns is slender and 
mean, and very inferior to the Greek or Egyp- 
tian. From the fragment of one that lies fallen, 
it is seen that the several pieces of which they 
were composed, were joined together by a part 
of the upper piece being let down into a corres- 
ponding aperture of the other. There is a 
square cistern near the columns, built of very 
large stones, having outside it a good moulding, 
and high over it a hanging cornice of the Egyp- 
tian form. 
‘The great mass of the ruins is on a higher 
platform above the first. At the sides of the 
steps ascending to this are sculptured proces- 
sions, sacrifices, &c. of which Niebuhr has given 
tolerably faithful drawings. They are all admi- 
rably executed, and bear a striking resemblance, 
to similar processions at Thebes and Edfou, in 
Egypt. Among other resemblances are those of 
trees, placed to divide men who are near as- 
cending steps, beasts of sacrifice, offerings of 
meat, cars and horses, armed men, &c, All 
these sculptures are particularly fine, though 
parts of them are now buried, and other parts 
broken; and even the portions least injured are 
discolonred by a thin moss grown over the sur- 
face. Horizontal lines of open flowers, like the 
rose or lotua, are in some places seen dividing 
the compartments, which is also an Egyptian 
device. 
‘ This portion of the ruins seeins to have been 
a grand open portico, consisting of many rows of 
columns, supporting only archiiraves; and below 
them are oblong blocks, as if for pedestals of 
sphynxes. The several columns erect are all 
fluted: some of them being of the same design 
as those already described; and others, the capi- 
tals of which appear to be gone, being much 
higher in proportion to their diameter. © 
‘ Above this, on a still higher platform, to the 
southward, is seen an assemblage of different 
sanctuaries, which are quite Egyptian in their 
style. The first of these that we entered was a 
square of about thirty feet, having two doors on 
the north, one on the south, two on the west, 
and one on the east. These are perfectly Egyp- 
tian in every respect, as may be seen from the 
drawings of those that exist: they are composed 
of three pieces—two portals and an architrave, 

and above this the cornice. Their inner surfa- 

ces are sculptured with designs representing the 
| sacrifices of beasts. The priests have umbrellas 
held over them as in India, and the guards are 
armed with spears. Between the doors are mo- 
noliths, like those used in Egypt, for keeping 
the sacred animals, and about the same size.— 
Around these were inscriptions of the arrow- 
headed character. The gates were closed, not 
by doors, but by bars only, of which the sills still 
| remain; but both the apen and closed monoliths, 














blow, he is, of course, tumbled into water 
and away goes his vessel without hie How- 
ever, a couple of boats, full of men, ate 
placed om each side of the target ready to pick 
him up the moment he comes to the surface. — 
The bridge and the balconies on the banks ate 
Glled with spectators, whose busitess it is to 
laugh. On holidays, the pastime of the youth is 
to exercise themeelves in archery, running, leap- 
ing, wrestling, casting of stones, flinging to cer- 
tain distances, and, lastly, with bucklers. The 
maidens, as soon as the moon rises, dance to the 
guitar, In the winter holidays, the youth are 
entertained with boars fighting to the last gasp, 
and likewise with hogs full tusked, or game bulls, 
and bears of large bulk, are baited with — 
And when that vast lake which waters London 
to the north, Fens-bury (Finebury,) is hard fro- 
zen, the youth, in great nembers, g° to divert 
themselves on tha ice. Some will make a large 
cake of ice, and scating one of their com pa- 
nions“upon it, they take hold of one another's 
handa, and draw him along; sometimes they do 
all fall down headlong. Others placo the leg 
bones of animals under their feet, by tying them 
round their ankles, and then taking a pole shod 
with iron into their hands, they push themselves 
forward, and are carried with a velocity equal 
to the flight of a bird, or a bolt discharged from 
& cross-bow. Sometimes two of them’ staft op- 
posite to each other at a great distance. They 
meet, elevate their poles, attack, and strike 
each other, when one or both of them fall; and 
even after their fall they shall be carried a pied 
distance from each other by the rapidity of the 
motion. 

Many of the citizens take great delight in 
fowling with merlins, hawks, and such like; and 
likewise in hunting, and they have a right and 
privilege of hunting in Middlesex, Mertford- 
shire, and all the Chiltern country, and in Kent 
as far as the river Cray. Such were the sports 
of our stout ancestors in London in the days of 
Cour de Lion, nearly seven hundred years ago. 
Our ancestors, however, were a sad set of 
savages; for, shortly after, we find a mob rush- 
ing into the Tower, and dragging out the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and murdering him on 


or weeks in the execution. The proportions 
the doors are extremely massive; Sad thot .? L 
sages arc so narrew, as not to admit of two per- 
sons passing each other commodiously. They 
are all of black stone, slightly veined with 
quartz, and very close grained. ‘There are also 
many arrow-headed inscriptions on the portals 
of there doors, ail beautifully cut; and three of 
this description on each side ihe great entrance, 
oo the sphynxzes below. 

_ «Be this, a few paces to the south-east, 
is another similar sanctuary of doors and mono- 
lithe. This, however, is larger than the former, 
and had circular pedestals for six rows of columns 
of six pillars each, which probably support an 
open roof, with a central passage for water.—

Their inner portals are sculptured 
with representations of priests, some standing 
with umbrellas held over them, and others sit- 
ting on chairs, their feet on footstools, with rows 
of slaves beneath, supporting the throne on 
which they sit, as found in the tombs of the Per- 
sian kings. Behind the chair is sometimes seen 
an attendant, holding a full-blown lotus flower. 
Above the head of the priest is the winged globe, 
perfectly well delineated, over a curtain of fringe 
between two lines of open flowers; and above all 
is a circle, with two wings descending, one on 
each side, and a feathered tail, as of a bird, with 
a man standing in the centre of the circle, ex-

Every one remembers the success 
which fell on that young lady’s share of the re- 
presentation last year, when Otello was perform- 
ed for Madame Pasta’s and her own benefit.— 
Madame Malibran has not been equally fortunate 
im avoiding an error of judgment. To choose a 
medium between the respective conceptions of 
two successful personations, with any possibility 
of infusing interesting novelty, must, indeed, 
have been a task of no small d fficulty. She ap- 
pears to have finally made up her mind to that 
style which was most congenial with her own 
taste and inclinations, and which the early im- 
pressions of Madame Pasta’s performance had 
fixed in her mind as the beau ideal of dramatic 
excellence. Her personation of Desdemona is 
therefore, in most respects, an imitation of Ma- 
dame Pasta’s; but with such additional exagge- 
rations of passion, and so superabundant a ve- 
hemence of action, for the evident purpose of 
producing stage effect, as to be sometimes oul- 
rageously at variance with theatrical decorum, 
and highly detrimental to that admiration which 
it is intended to excite. ‘Ihe scenes which more 

rticularly call for this remark are not few.— 
fn the last of the first act, during the quintett, 
Siaanio, deliro, e tremo, she flies from Elimiro 
to Otello, and from Otello to Roderigo, witha 
species of frantic terror, whilst the appropriate 
expression of feeling called for is the agitation 
of conflicting emotions between filial duty and 
conjugal love. The same fault is observable in 
the second scene of the second act, when Des- 
demona endeavours to appease the two infuriated 
rivals, Otello and Roderigo; and the eagerness 
with which she inquires of her attendants, in the 
following scene, whether her husband is safe, is 
a great deal too much heightened to bear strictly 
the character of a natural impulse. Again, we 
find her in transports of an ungovernable despair, 
falling on her knees, dragging herself in that po- 
sition over the stage to excite her father’s pity, 
tearing her hair, and abandoning herself to all 
the excesses of an ungovernable grief, when in 
the last scene of the second act, E/miro refuses 
to listen to ber supplication that he would ‘‘par- 
don the errors of a hapless daughter.’’ How- 
ever great the anguish produced by parental an- 
ger, it never drives to such extremes of despair, 
especially where the cause has been a legiti- 
mate union which her reason as well as her 
heart approves. 
The last defect of the same kind to which we 

shall advert occurs in the death scene. It is 
the more remarkable, as it elicited much ap- 
plese from @ portion of the audience, and af- 
ords evidence of the ease with which superficial 
observers are apt to mistake for specimens of 
dramatic genius what is sometimes the mere ef- 
fect of stage trick. When Otello heaps reproach 
on Desdemona for ber alleged inddelity, she 
calis on him to kill her and satiate his vengeance. 
The tone of rage and resolution in which Ma- 
dame Malibran uttered that sentence be- 
spoke a moral and physical energy, roused to a 
height which ought to have set the Moor’s in- 
tentions at defiance, or at least to have induced 
some attempt to defend her life; but the influ- 
ence of weakness and fear is suddenly seen to 
predominate, by her timid endeavours to escape 
from his murderous grasp. All these rene 
might have been less perceptible, had they not 
incessantly forced comparisons with that grace 
and dignity of manner, and that sublimity of ac- 
tion, peculiar to the personation of the highly- 
gifted woman whom Madame Malibran has 
chosen for her model, but whom she has not 
been very successful in imitating. The great 
tendency of all her efforts appears to be that of 
producing astonishment: hence the stern energy 
in which the character is conceived, in admit- 
ting no display of tender emotion, fails toawaken 
sympathy; and without this necessary quality in 
such a part, genuine admiration will not always 
be obtained. It is thus that we must account 
for the rather indifferent impression which Ma- 
ame Malibran has hitherto made on her au- 
dience at this;theatre. It would perhaps have 
been much greater had her pretensions as an 
actress been of a more modest description than 
what they were understood to be, or had those 
pretensions not been evinced in a manner which 
has so fully borne out the announcement re- 
specting them. Ofhcr vocal talents, we have 
on a former occasion spoken as already belong- 
ing to the highest order. In the scene of her first 
appearance she introduced the cavatina from 
Rossini’s Torvaldo e Dorliska, which she sang 
with great brilliancy of execution; and the plain- 
tive romanza, in the third act, Assisa a pie 
d’un salice, she gave with exquisite taste and 
admirable expression. Through the whole vocal 
part of the character, she was eminently suc- 
cessful, not only as to precision of execution, 


great deal of tasteful and appropriate ornament. 
As the pupil of her father, he See adopted his 
style, which was florid in the extreme; and that 
style is unquestionably the most worthy of ad- 
miration, when a natural facility of power, a 
fertility of musical inspiration and a great culti- 
vation of the voice, are or combined to- 
gether. We can hardly think that her voice has 
yet attained its utmost development, and so far, 
therefore, neither its power nor its timbre can be 
considered perfect. Upon the whole, Madame 
Milbran may be considered as far advanced in 
all the elements of her art; but they can only be 
wrought into perfection by that maturity of 
judgment which is conferred by years more ad- 
vanced than hers. 

We must take this opportunity of remarking, 
that Madame Malibran chooses to forget that in 
this country, when actors and actresses are 
greeted with the applause of the audience on 
their first appearing on the stage, it has always 
been customary that they make an immediate 
acknowledgment for tlat honour. Madame 
Malibran was not formerly ignorant of this cus- 
tom, and neglect to comply with it now must 
imply a presumption which ought to be visited 
with reproof.

The ship Men ror has arrived at New Yorx, 
with Lowpon and LiverRPoon papers to tae 
8th and 9th of May. We have selected the latest 
articles of intelligence from the New Yoxx pa- 
pers. The rumour of an intended expedition 
against Dow Micve t has been contradicted in 
the Cournrser. As was to be expected, the riots 
in some of the manufacturing districts had pro- 
duced the interference of the soldiery. Particu- 
lars will be found below. In the House of Lords, 
on the 4th of May, the Marquess of ANGLESEA 
gave the promised explanation of his conduct of 
the Government of IngELAND, and was replied 
to by the Duke of WeuurnGron, An effort to 
introduce a modified poor-rate into IRELAND, is 
still said to be generally looked for; and the 
measure is earnestly pressed by several of those 
journals which were most strenuous in urging 
Caruotic EMAanciparion. Among these the 
Lonpon Times was distinguished; and the re- 
marks of a DuBLIN correspondent of that paper 
will, we presume, be interesting to all with 
whom Ire vanp is an object of attention. The 
writer, after observing that the attempt, if made, 
will be strongly opposed by certain classes of 
the land-holders, among whom the rumour has 
excited great alarm, adds:—** At the same tine, 
or [am much mistake, the state of the pea- 
santry consequeat-upon the Disfranchisement 
Bill, and the Sub-letting Act, will force the con- 
dition of the population upon the attention of 
the Government. It would be idle to deny it, 
and it is right at this early period that The Times 
should acquaint the British public with the state 
of the case, that at this moment the tenantry of 
Ireland, from the farmer who holds 599 or 1,000 
acres, to the cottier who occupies a mud cabin 
on the road side, are rendered by the operation 
of these two bills the absolute slaves of the pro- 
prietors of the soil. By the Disfranchisement 
Bill, the inferior classes of the tenantry are no 
longer of the least use to the landlords for elec- 
tioncering purposes, and will be dislodged ac- 
cordingly, as opportun‘ties offer, from their 
holdings, without any compunction. The sys- 
tem, indeed, had bee: previeusly put in prac- 
tice under the Sub-letting Act; but it will re- 
ceive an impulse from the late bill, which can 
only be arrested by apprehensions arising 
from the probability of a re-action by ‘* Captain 
Rock.’’ With respect to the farmers, or, as 
they used to be called, the middlemen, the Sub- 
letting Act has opened nine-tenths of the leases 
in Ireland by repealing the legal weaver, which 
was constantly construed by the Judges in fa- 
vour of the tenant; so that not only are they 
precluded from sub-letting hereafter, but they 
have become liable to all the penalties provided 
by the bill for sub-letting before it becaine alaw. 
A revolution, therefore, with regard to the re- 
lations of landlord and tenant, is commencing, 
the consequences of which it is difficult to cal- 
culate. Asto the principle of the Sub-letting 
Act in this respect, I do not deny that in an 
earlier stage of society, and with an other 
kind of population, it might possibly have 
been a good one; nor will 1 dispute that the 
practice of cutting up estates has proved injurious 
to the landlord, and contributed to spread a 
pauper population throwgh the country. The 
difficulty is to deal with that population, and to 
apply a principle which in its operation now 
will render the landlords as powerful as if they 
were feudal proprietors, while it leaves the serfs 
without protection, and even without a home. 
These observations have been suggested to me, 
by learning, as I do from various quarters, that | 
a great stimulous has been given to rents in every | 
part of Ireland. This, considered in itself, 
may be taken as a proof of increasing confidence, 
and would, if the country were circumstanced as 
England is, be an evidence of agricultural pros- 
perity. Whether it can be so considered in Ire- 
land, is, 1 think, questionable. At the same 
time it is to be observed, that the demands for 
land do not come from the cottiers, but from 
persons who are considered in this country as 
wealthy farmers,—that is to say, men who have

The soldiers at 
first fired blank cartridges, which not intimi- 
dating the rioters, who rushed upon the soldiers, 
several! rounds of ball were tired, by which five 
were killed and About 25 wounded. ‘here had 
been extensive riots, and 57 persons had been 
apprehended at Manchester. Through the in- 
tervention of the soldiery, it was again pretty 
quiet on the 7th May.—The dragoons at Bir- 
mingham had been ordered to Leeds. There 
were hopes of a compromise at Spitalfields.

RUSSIA AND PERSIA. 

St. Petersburgh, March 29.—The melan- 
choly events of ‘Teheran incessantly occupy the 
public mind. People are lost in speculations 
respecting the origin and motives of this unfortu- 
nate, and periaps, eventful occurrence. Many 
individuals, well acquainted with polities, consi- 
der tnis as an ebullition of embittered feelings 
on the part of the Persians, and as a conse- 
quence of that animosity which, after a dis- 
graceful peace, seeks tu find vent, as similar 
scenes are not unfrequently observed amongst 
people wholly or partly barbarous. Others are 
of opinion that, under the circuiastances of the 
offended national feclings of the Persians, not 
much consequence ought to be attached to the 
same; and that the populace of Teheran has 
been seduced solely by the money of foreign 
emissaries to commit so wanton an act. Be this 
as it may, it is not probable that a fresh Am- 
bassador is likely to be sent tothe Persian court, 
on the part of Russia, until the Shah proceeds 
to give ample satisfaction, as well as sufficient 
security for the future. 

Petersburgh, April 10.—The Journal of St. 
Petersburgh giver, from the report of General 
Count Paskewitsch to bis Majesty the Emperor, 
the following detailed account of the events with 
which the campaign in Asiatic Turkey has begun 
this year:— 

“A Turkieh corps of above 20,000 men, under 
the command of Achmet Bey of Adjar, advanced 
in the night of the 3d of March from the province 
of Adjar, adjoining that of Akhalzik, took pus- 
session by day-break of the suburb of the tortress 
of Akhalzik, proceeded to assault the place, and 
reached the first wall of the town. But in spite 
of all his exertions, the enemy was compelled, 
by the exemplary valour of the garrison, to re- 
treat, with considerable loss, and take up a po- 
sition in the neighborhood. As soon as General 
Paskewitsch was informed of this event, he sent 
two regiments of infantry, a regiment of Cos- 
sacks, and ten pieces of cannon, to the relief of 
Akhalzik, and for the protection of the other 
fortresses occupied by our troops in that neigh- 
bourhood. Meantime, Akhalzik was closely 
blockaded, and the garrison, which was not nu- 
merous, continually resisted the repeatod attacks 
of the enemy, and constantly repulsed them, 
under the command of Major General Prince 
Beboutoff, governor of the fortress. The rapid 
march of our reinforcements was checked by the 
enemy on the Koura. This river winds ina 
ravine through which the road from Georgia 
to Akhalzik passes, and it has tu be crossed 
twice at the distance®f 50 and 42 wersts from 
the fortress. Col. Bourtoff, with the head of the 
column, composed of five companies of infantry, 
250 Cossacks, and five cannon, arrived, on the 
lith of March, at the first passage, made him- 
self master of it, and detached a company of 
Cossacks to the second passage, but the Cossacks 
were obliged to come back again, having met 
with a strong detachment of the enemy. For 
two days the Turks endeavoured to make them- 
selves masters of the passage occupied by our 
brave troops, who repulsed their attacks with 
valour, and maintained their position, though a 
part of the enemy’s troops had occupied the 
heights, and thrown down enormous stones upen 
thei to compe! them to retire. On the 13th of 
March, the Turks not repeating their attack, 
Col. Bourstoff took advantage of the interval, 
to construct rafts, and made his whole detach- 
ment cross over to the right bank of the river, 
in order to turn the enemy, by following the road 
along that bank, and to get possession of the 
second passage. 

‘This movement was commenced in the evening 
of the 13th of March; the narrow stream of the 
Koura alone separated our troops from the watch 
fires of the Turks, whose conversation they could 
hear, but they marched in such profound silence 
that they were not observed by the enemy ; who, 
at day-break, seeing us masters of the second 
passage, and finding themselves thus cut off from 
Akhalzik, dispersed among the mountains, and 
entirely disappeared. Meantime the enemy’s 
corps blockading Akhalzik, received information 
of the approach of the reinforcement before the 
latter could reach its destination, and raised the 
siege on the 16th of March, before sun-rise, re- 
treating precipitately, and in disorder. Major 
General Prince Beboutoff took advantage of this 
circumstance to make a sally, and notwithstand- 
ing the fatigue which his troops had undergone 
from the 4th of March, having been alimost con- 
stantly upon the ramparts, he pursued the enemy 
for some wersts with some companies of infantry, 
killed a great many men, captured four cannon, 
one mortar, two standards, a great quantity of 
ammunition, and many prisoners, the number of 
whom was not exactly known when the report 
was sent off, because men were every moment 
brought in. The detachment of Col. Bourstoff 
entered Akhalzik on the same day.’’— Journal 
de St. Petersburgh, April 11.

FROM THE TURKISH CAPITAL. 

Constantinople, March 26.—The Ambassa- 
dor of the Netherlands does not despair of suc- 
cess in his negociations. He has been again 
assured that the Sultan would accede to every 
thing consistent with the honour of the Mussul- 
min name, to restore the good understanding 
between France and England. The last news 
from Greece (by no means favourable to the 
Porte) are supposed to have contributed to make 
it assume a more moderate language. While 
some of the frontier provinces of Turkey take 
advantage of the present crisis, if not to rebel, 
at least to form pretensions to independence, the 
most powei ful vassal of the Porte, the Viceroy 
of Egypt, has signified to the Sultan his extreme 
regret at not being able more eflectually to as- 
sist hin, The check which the Turkish arms 
have received in Livadia will probably hinder 
the intended reinforcements to Hussein Pacha. 
The new Grand Vizier is still expected from Al- 
bania, but many persons think that he has al- 
ready waited on the Sultan incognito, and re- 
ceived his instructions. The forced migration of 
the Jews continues.

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RIOTS IN MANUFAC LURING DISTRICTS. 

Slate ef Trade in Yorkshire.—A correspondent who 
travels through the manufacturing districts of Yorkshire, 
in his communication of yesterday says, [am under the 
painful necessity of informing you, that [do not find the 
slightest improvement in trade of any description, except 
at Bradford. Several foreign merchants attend d the 
market at that place on ‘Thursday, and a great quantity 
of goods were sold. The weavers in that district are 
now all fully employed, but in consequence of a less 
quantity of worsted yarn being exported now than for- 
merly, a number of woolsorters and combers are still out 
of work.—Leeds Mercury. 

Turn-out of the Manchester Cotton Spinners.—We 
regret to state that the «differences between the master 
cotton spinners in this town and their journeymen still 
remain unadjusted ; nor does there appear any probabi- 
lity, we understand, of an early agreement between 
them. We stated last week that the men had sent to 
the Masters’ Association a regulated list of prices, say- 
ing atthe same time that they could not work on any 
other terms, To this communication an answer bas 
been received within the last few days from the Secre- 
tary of the Association, stating that the prices proposed 
in the list are such as the masters cannot possibly enter- 
tain. 

Riots at Macclesfield and Rochdale.—We regret to 
state, that, during the present week, there have been 
some iiotous proceedings on the part of the workmen at 
Macclesfield and at Rochdale; which, however, it is 
seme consolation to learn, have not possessed the se rious 
character ascribed to them, At Macclesfield, a riotous 
assemblage, composed chiedy of boys, broke the win- 
dows of a factory belonging to Messrs. Brocklehurst & 
Co., silk manufacturers, on account, we believe, of some 
reduction which these gentlemen had made, or proposed 
to muke, in the wages of their Weavers. On the Eiswhe 
day, a number of the weavers paraded the streets, car- 
rying flags hang with crape ; and, as there was po mi- 
litary at that time stationed in the town, their proceed- 
ings created considerable alarm. On that evening, 
however, detachments of por and infantry entered 
the town from Manchester and Stockport; and, since 
that time, although the processions have been, to some 
extent continued, nothing of importance has taken place. 
At Rochdale a guod deal of dissatisfaction amongst the 
workmen has arisen, as we understand, out of the fol- 
low ing circumstances: — At the time of the last turn-out 
at Rochdale, a general list of prices for weaving was 
agreed upon, and has, we believe, been preity uniformly 
acted upon sinee that period. Recently, however, cer- 
tain manufacturers in Rochdale made a cortract with 
government for a quantity of flannels ; and as the price 
was low, they, as we are informed, did not choose to pay 
the full wages for weaving, and sought to reduce them by 
giving out the work as being of an ioferior description 
to what it really was.—This circumstance coming to 
the knowledge of the general body of weavers, they as- 
sembled in considerable numbers, and deprived of ther 
shuttles the persons who were working at the reduced 
rate. On ‘Ibur-day alarge body of them forced their 
way into the factory of a Mr. Chadwick, where they 
took away the shuttles, and, we believe, did some da- 
mage to the !ooms also. When the disturbances commen- 
ced, we believe there were vo military in Rochdale ; but 
a company of the 67th regiment having marched in from 
Oldham, and a small detachment of cavalry from Man- 
chester, trangnillity was speedily restored. Several 
persons, we believe, bave since been taken into custody; 
but we have not heard whether any of them have been 
com.6 ‘ted for trial.— Manchester Guardian. 

Weavers’ \Vuges.—\Ve are extremely sorry to state, 
that the manufacturers of this town reduced wages, on 
Saturday last, three peace per piece. The pieces for 
which Is. 9d. were paid, are reduced to Is. 6d. and other 
sorts of common calicoes are reduced in proportion.— 
‘The prices now paid are as low as they were in 1826,— 
Blackburn Mail. 

Hyde Turn-out.—We are pleased to learn that the 
hands of the three factories who, we stated last week as 
having left their employment rather than sign the * De- 
claration,” have returned to their work, and have con- 
sequently submitted to the wish of their employers by 
signing the document.— Stockport paper.

The 
cause of this is said to be the vexations they 
have experienced from the schiamatic Greeks. 

_ There is a rumour in the Constitutionnel, from 
Vienna, by a private letter, that by advices from 
Cronstadt, the Russians had gained a victory on 
the borders of Sillstria. The Turks, whose 
force was strong, fought bravely, but were de- 
feated with the loss of 18 pieces of artillery, a 
quantity of ammunition and provisions and }200 
prisoners, among whom were several Agas and 
Ulemas. 

The town of Cronstadt had been latterly oc- 
cupied by three Hungarian regiments, quartered 
there to prevent the incursion of strangers, and 
probably to be near the theatre of war. Nearly | 
all the border towns of Wallachia were occupied | 
by the best christian trocps; and most of the | 
field artillery had left Buda and Presburgh for | 
the frontiers of Transylvania.
